estimated at more than J200.000. 


The fire was discovered in the boil- 


er room of the factory by Watchman 
Sjinuel Dexter at 4.25 o'clock 
and

crii! superintendent of the plant, who 
lives near by. 
When Supt. 
Boston 


reached the factory he found the boiler 
room enveloped in flames which were 
breaking through the flre doors. 


In addition to the local firemen help 


was called from Dover, 12 miles away, 
mid from Sanford, about eight miles 
distant. Both fire companies made a 
fast run to the scene.

Civilization is a continual process of changing human na- 


ture. Education changes human nature. Every . parent and 
teacher and'preacher and newspaper and magazine and library 
is busy, every day, modifying human nature, developing de- 
sirable traits and suppressing undesirable traits. Experience 
shows that human nature, individually and in the mass, is ex-. 
Ireemly plastic.

It is a question then, of removing the causes of war by edu- 


cation. 


What are these causes rooted in human nature? For^a ven- 


ture, let us say they are mainly three—greed, fear and bad 
manners. We strive, with fair success, to eliminate these in the 
home. Why not in international relations. Any nation night 
by taking thought modify at least its greed for other nations', 
property and treat other nations more considerately. That 
makes two causes lessened. And with that done, other nations 
would have less fear. And good examples spread, as well as 
bad examples because human nature is good as well as bad.
